In the response to the restriction requirement filed on 04/21/08, Applicants elect the first 
benzimidazole unit as the elected species. In the case the claims with the elected 
species are in condition for allowance, then the search is further expanded to non- 
elected species.

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 25 and derivatives with the first elected species in claim 39 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by WO 02/071518 OF RECORD ON 1449 
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The applied reference has a common inventors with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 
Note that the claimed product by process has been considered as the claimed product 
WO 02/071518 discloses a polybenzimidazole based acid doped polymer membrane 
having the claimed formula (see formula III). 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 25 and derivatives with the first elected species in claim 39 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(a and e) as being anticipated by WO 02/36249 of record on 1449. 
The reference discloses a single or multi-layered plastic membrane doped with acid and 
comprising a layer having the claimed formula (see formula (1C) at page 6 and claim3 
at page 19). 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 25 and derivatives with the first elected species in claim 39 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 0265921 of record on 1449. 

EP 0265921 discloses an organic optical component comprising a medium of 
polybenzimidazole having the claimed formula (see page 3, last formula; page 7, 
example II, claim 8).
